If the reader has already driven the direct 
rittés to Blessington, there is a 
leasant, though slightly longer, way through 
ilbride, crossing the River Liffey just below 
its jufiction with the Brittas River. At Aur- 
Rage we cross the Liffey just below its junc- 
tion with the King’s River. 

The Wieklow Gap road is a pass through 
a tangle of hig ks—Moanbane and 
Mullaghcleevaun to the north, Table Mown- 
tain, and, just below, Lugnaquilla, the highest 

int in Co. Wicklow. We pass through the 
fale of Glendasean, under the shadow of 
Canon a. to Laragh, where the road turns 
sharply ‘to the north-west and climbs Glen- 
macnass for some four or five miles to the 
Watertall. Thence, over a wild and desolate 
plateau, the marrow road gracefully rises to 
the Sally Gap, more than 1,600 feet above 
sea-level; and so back to Dublin by Killakee 
and Rathfarnham.

NOTES FOR ANGLERS.

lt appears that my notes last week did not 
find favour in some quarters, and a corre- 
spondent writes pointing out my omission in 
not travelling two miles beyond Bundoran.

Meantime I cannot do better than give the 
gist of my correspondent’s letter, and ofigr to 
enrol him in. the band of regular corre- 
spondents—which band increases steadily, if 
slowly.

Suir, this angler killed something over 100 
trout in less than a month. The majority 
were taken on the Suir, but a few fell to 
the credit of the Bann, on which a few days 
were spent midway through, more for a 
change of scene than for any other reason. 
The average worked out at something over a 
pound, the best fish—on the Bann—scaling 
44 Ib. Not a bad record, as this lucky mortal 
never fished really hard, and, as so often 
happens, did not enjoy the beat of luck in 
the matter of weather and water, 

When our tourist has reached Cashel and 
seen the Rock, he should remember that he 
is. within a couple of miles of the Upper Suir 
and in the middle of a district which contains 
smaller rivers such as Ara, Aherlow and 
Multeen, all and any of them likely to yield 


very good sport.

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THE GRAND TOUR OF 
IRELAND.

R. SPEAKMAN, who started on a 
grand tour of Ireland with a donkey 
and cart in the summer of 1924, has 
managed to make a very entertaining book 
out of his experiences. He chose this way 
of travelliiig, not as a ‘‘stunt,”’ but 
because he thought he would see more of 
the people than if he went by rail or 
motor. He seems to be a companionable 
sort of man who readily invites confidences, 
and, although he was often mistaken for 
a fish vendor, and was more than once 
told that he was ‘plain for an 
American " (which vexed him until he 
found it was meant for a compliment), he 
has nothing but kindness and hospitality 
to recofd of his reception everywhere on 
both sides of the border. 

He was at Croagh Patrick for the Pil- 
grimage, at an Orange meeting in Newry, 
and in Dublin for the Tailteann Games. 
He has the gift of making vivid and 
memorable pictures of the people with 
whom he talked—the tinker who sold him 
the donkey (as a three-year-old, though it 
afterwards'transpired that the animal was 
considerably older), a complete stranger in 
Galway who offered to lend him his motor 
for a month, an old man whose father had 
known Oliver Goldsmith, a man in the 
Aran Islands who feared that anyone who 
had his picture painted might suffer, 
since “a strong little man called Billy 
O'Brien ” had his picture painted by Mr. 
Augustus John, ‘‘and, after the picture 
was painted, Billy began to waste away.” 
He reports without prejudice the opinions 
of Republicans, Free State officers and 
officers of the R-U.C., although he em- 
phasises that his main interest was in 
human, not political, values. Some of the 
distinguished men and women he met were 
not, as he says, the kind of people a 
foreigner travelling with a donkey usually 
would expect to encounter, 

Mr. Speakman has a keen sense of 
humour, and familiarity with some of the 
districts he visited (the route drawn on the 
map includes almost every county in Ire- 
land) shows him to be an accurate 
obéerver. That the journey was made 
without the slightest untoward incident, 
at a time when the echoes of strife 
scarcely had died away, may help to over- 
come the apprehensions of prospective 
tourists. The interest of the book is en- 
hanced by twelve reproductions of paint- 
ings by the author and some amusing cari- 
catutes by “ Mao,” of Dublin.

BETTER GOLF. 


ADVICE BY AN EXPERT. 


ERCY ALLIS, of the Wansee Golf 
and Country Club, Berlin, and 
formerly of the Wanstéad Club, is 
regarded as thé Vardon of the younger 
school of professional golfers. He has 
written a book on the game entitled 
“ Better Golf,” in the introduction to which 
Mr. George Greenwood, the golfing writer 
of the Daily Telegraph, says that he “ is 
well qualified to broadcast a message to 
golfers, for he has béen twice champion 
of Wales and Essex, and the greater prizes 
cannot elude him much longer.’’ 

Allis is firmly convinced that golf is 
best learned in the simplest possible 
manner, and that all attempts at theorising 
should be strictly avoided. In this work 
he has not deviated from that conviction ; 
for he places his knowledge of the game 
before readers in the simplest possible 
language. There is nothing new in the 
book regarding the playing of shots, but 
it has this advantage over most of the 
other books of instruction, that one is 
téld how to do the thing in a manner 
which does not lead to the least confusion ; 
everything is made plain, and if the 
player anxious to improve his game does 
not succeed after a study of this, the latest 
contribution to his golfing library, it will 
be his own fault. Some golfers hold the 
view that golf cannot be learned from 
books. They are wrong. A really sound 
game can be built up as the result of 
reading books such as this, and watching 
the first-class players at work in the im- 
portant tournaments. 

If there is «ne section of the book 
which ought to appeal to every golfer, 
it is that devoted to “Golfing Wisdom.” 
How often are we not put right 
off our game by having to play with 
and watch an opponent or partner who 
has a bad style, or is a very poor player 
on a long handicap? Percy Allis’s 
remedy for that is to ‘‘take good care 
not to watch such an opponent.’’ He 
does not see him play his first few shots. 
‘TI look somewhere else, and take no notice 
of the other ball’’; for one is not able to 
turn it into a bunker, or guide it into 
sifety with one’s eyes. “If you are busy 
with your own game and keep your 
opponent’s swing right out of your mind 
for three or four holes, he should trouble 
you no further, however often and how- 
ever closely you may watch him.”’ 

Again, how often when pitted against a 
poor player do we not “play down” to 
him? “I have made it a rulé never to 
play slackly,’’ says Allis, “whoever my 
opponent may be. I play every shot to 
the best of my ability; for it is a matter 
of courtesy as Well as of sound tactics never 
to lower one’s standard to that of 
another.” Again, “ like any other vice 
slackness in golf is far easier to acquire 
than to be rid of; if good luck sends you 
a poor opponent do not abuse your fortune, 
but play your best throughout, improve 
your game, and incidentally make sure of 
the match.”

BRITISH ETCHING. 
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(7% of the most fascinating art books 
of the past few seasons is Mr. Walter 
Shaw Sparrow’s “ Book of British Etch- 
ing.”” It is a large, handsome volume, 
adequately, but not profusely, illustrated. 
An.ong the 156 etchings reproduced (some 
of them in severely reduced scale), there 
is quite a gallery of English imagery—of 
quiet, old-world scenes, by rural glade and 
Thames-side wharf, and of racy, vital, 
character drawing in the human element. 
The chief interest of the book, however, lies 
in Mr. Sparrow’s spléndid exposition of 
his subject, and in the copious reference 
matter which. will be so useful to students 
and connoisseurs. 

Mr. Sparrow—a veteran among art’ 
critics—begins by declaring himself a 
“firm believer in artistic patriotism. Cos- 
mopolitanism,’’ he .says, “has never 
grown, and probably never will grow, from 
the core of a nation, and as our country 
is exceedingly gifted there is no need for 
her to draw the waters of art from foreign 
wells and springs.’’ He shows how periods 
of foreign imitation are followed by re- 
actions in favour of native art, and he 
suggests that Sir Joseph Duveen’s recent 
letter to the Prime Minister call- 
ing for arganised public support for young 
native artists marks the beginning of a 
fresh British révival. 

This book will assist notably in that 
revival of the etcher’s art which is pro- 
ceeding apace. Mr. Sparrow remarks that 
** distribution in art, as in all other things, 
has hecome perilous to productive and 
creative workmanship. There are pur- 
chasers enough, potential purchasers, for 
good editions of all good etchings, but 
their patronage cannot be won while dis- 
tribution remains what it is—far too 


ADVENTURES. IN THE

IR years. ago. we. reviewed “ Beau 
Geste,”’ by Captain P. C. Wren, hail- 
ing it as one of the best of adventure 
stories. That remarkable tale of life in 
the French Foreign Legion—of dark 
mystéries of desert forts and of the 
splendid courage and comradeship of Eng- 
lish brothers, English samurgi—has been 
reprinted again and again since its fitst 
Appearance; for it has sprung into a 
wholly remarkable popular appreciation.

Murray will publish another novel by 
Captain Wrey~—‘* Beau Sabreur,’’ wherein 
(we understahd) some of the characters of 
‘* Beau Geste ” will appear again. Appa- 
rently, Captain Wren, having written a 
tale as good as “ The Three Musketeers,”’ 
is likely to delight. us with sequels as 
attractive as those in which Dumas kept 
his gallant men upon the stage. 

Every reader of “ Beau Gesté’’ and of 
the author’s minor books about the Foreign 
Legion has observed their vivid realism 
with some curiosity. The explanation is 
simple. The author lived the life which 
he describes. Mr. Murray .tells us that 
since leaving Oxford Captain Wren 
has travelled into many parts of the 
world in search of experience and adven- 
ture.| He “ has seen life from the points 
of view of a sailor, professor of pedagogic

reached such an interesting phase the 
appearance of “ With the Riff Kabyles,’’ 
by Herr Bernd Terhorst, is timely. The 
title, however, is inappropriate; for the 
book deals chiefly with those Moorish towns 
which wete in Spanish occupation during 
the year 1923. Only jthe last few 
chapters lightly touch upon life in the 
Western fringe of the Riff mountains. 
All the chapters are very short and each 
consists in a little vignette of Mcorish life 
as the author saw it, some of jis word- 
painting being very delightful. He can- 
not, and does not, claim to be an authority 
upon the country, and most of his obser- 
vations are superficial, but he conveys 
something of that thrill which every 
traveller must feel as he enters a new 
and romantic land. 

After staying some time in Tetuan, the 
Spanish military base, he visited Larache 
and Arzila, on the Atlantic coast, and then 
went up to Xanuen—the Sheshuan of. the 
daily press—a holy city which lies at the 
western end of the Riff hills. This town 
was recaptured from the Spanish in the 
spring of 1925, and since has been wiped 
hut by aerial bombardment. What a 
terrible end to the peaceful, dreamy life 
in the warm sunshine and under the bright 
stars which Herr Terhorst so well 
describes! His attitude throughout is one 
of sympathy with the Spanish, from whom 
he received every courtesy and help.

“TL POVERELLO.”’ 


T. FRANCIS OF ASSISI was born in 
1182 and this year is the seven 
hundredth anniversary of his death, which 
took place on October 3rd, 1226. Less than 
two years after his death Pope Gregory 
IX. announced in Assisi that Francis 
was to be numbered in the roll of saints. 
Of all the saints none has gained so much 
admiration and affection, alike of Roman 
Catholics and Protestants, as /1 Poverello, 
the Little Poor Man of Assisi. There have 
been saints more austere, more ascetic, 
more given to prayers and works of piety ; 
but none more lovable. 

There sometimes is ~ tendency in saintly 
persons to stand alc.! from life, partly 
because they fear it, and partly because 
they condemn it as evil; but the saintli- 
ness of Francis was not of this kind. He 
was intensely human, and he rejected the 
monastic life. He adopted ascetic ways of 


costly, and also grooved in routines.” .

living, yet he was no ascetic, seeking to 
save his soul by rigorous maltreatment of 
his body- He insisted on the rule of 
poverty, not as an end in itself, but to 
secure fuller liberty to the soul in pursuit 
of spiritual good. The Brothers were to 
beg food or money when hungry, but the 
founder insisted also on the obligation to 
labour. 

There was one note in the piety of S\ 
Francis that was a new thing in his time. 
Tt was his delight in and love for all 
created things, and especially living 
creatures. Everyone knows the story of 
his preaching to the birds and the story of 
the wolf of Gubbio. He loved all things 
and all men because he saw them in God. 
To himself the love of God—“the love that 
moves the sun and all the stars “—was an 
intense experience, the main contributor 
to that joy of spirit that endlessly welled 
up within him. The Franciscan move- 
ment re-proclaimed the Gospel of Divine 
love, and that to the poor. It was, in 
effect, a revival of religion at a time when 
the Church was bound fast in dogma and 
forms. 

Franciscan literature is of formidable 
bulk, but much of it is of small historical 
value. The best modern Lives are those 
by M. Paul Sabatier and Father Cuth- 
bert, O.S.F.C., and now we may add Mr, 
Dobson’s book. In addition to “the 
biographical and historical material, it is 
a thoughtful attempt to estimate the 
significance of St. Francis for our own 
times.

ONSERVATISM “ís an abstract 
doctrine: Toryism is—or should be— 


that which gives it local habitation and 


a name. In his ambitious book, “The 
Creed of a Tory,” Mr Pierse Loftus gives 
a statement of Conservative doctrine 
applied to present-day needs which :s 
steadily idealistic, often fine, and always 

of that rare quality in modern 
writing—the mark of meditation. —. 

One of the faults of this book is 4 
tendency to abstraction that comes from 
the author's eagerness to trace his creed 
back to first principles: sometimes he 
grows as mystical as a Russian. Some- 
times, too, when he seeks an ethnological 
basis for his history, Mr. Loftus loses 
himself—or, at least, his reader—in 
speculations that seem to have neither 
validity nor point. Another fault in the 
book is the author’s anxiety to state a 
personal Credo—to give his private solu- 
tion to all and sundry difficulties. “I 
have faith in this people, but my faith is 
not devoid of fears.” “‘ [respect authority, 
even when held by those who, in my 
opinion, are not worthy of respect.” “I 
hold that is the duty of the State... .”’ 
Sentences of this model would be more 
appropriate in a book by Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin. 

With these qualifications we praise Mr. 
Loftus’s book. It is an honest and in- 
spiriting effort to bring enthusiasm into 
the conservative challenge to levelling and 
materialistic doctrines. Even its excesses 
are not blemishes. Mr. Loftus, we suspect, 
would be a Fascist if he were an Italian; 
as a Briton, working in a heavier human 
meditm, he can propose Utopias and 
summary ways of bringing them into being 
without danger of broken heads. He can 
narrow down his dreams to sound 
practical, t2aching, too. i 

The Toty is also concerned to make our national 
system of education really national, inculcating a 
fine patriotism, free from any tracé of Jingoism or 
contempt for foreign nations. Rather would we 
have our ¢hildrén taught that thelr country is part 
of a Larger Unity—European Civilisationbuilé up 
by the efforts and achievements of all nations. 

We should, therefere, introduce into our schools 
a simple history of Europe, such as is used in all 
the schools of Switzerland—teaching our children 
that these islaids are not separate worlds, but 
bound up with the great Eufopéan civilisation, 
Their knowledge to-day of Europe is a vague 
memory of the Crusnders and the Armada and the 
French wars he Renaissance, of which 
they are the children, is but a shadow, 

marking that Toryism must face and 
combat the danger fi:cing all the world of 
the obliteration of . iaracter in nation and 
individual, though the imposition of an 
evil and thoughtless uniformity, Mr. 
Loftus remarks :— 

The main furce creating this danger is the 
cinéma. The townspeople and villagets of England 
and Italy, of Canada and Japan, sée week after 
week the tame American films, and from their 
early years thé youth of all countries receive 
through them similar indelible impréssions which 
tend to form a distorted and yulgar attitude to- 
wards life The advent of the cinema has

NEW NOVEL BY MISS MARY 
: JOHNSTON. 
Tver who already know Miss Johnston's 


work will not be surprised at her 
success in recapturing the spirit of the 
sioneers in her fine new novel of Virginia. 
t is the story of the Selkirks, a Scottish 
family who set out from Leith in 1735 to 
settle in the Shenandoah Valley. For some 
years they are engaged in a brave and: suc- 
cessful struggle against the wilderness, and 
the best qualities of the old world are seen 
in the Selkirk children, especially in Eliza- 
beth, the youngest, who marries Conan 
Burke, whose father, Colonel Burke, has 
organised the settlement in ‘‘ Burke’s Tract.”’

SENTENCED TO BE | 
SHOT. 
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ROSCOMMON MAN’S

Remarkable evidence, showing how a man 
was sentenced to death by the Í.R.A. for, as 
elleged, being a British spy, and how the 
sentence was altered to one ordering him out 
of the country, seizing his cattle and horses, 
burning his house Pr laying waste his land, 
was given during the hearing of an action 
at Boyle Circuit Court before Judge Roche. 

The action had been remitted from the 
High Courts, and was one in which the 
plaintiff, John Harrington, Clogher, Co. 
Roscommon, sought damages against Patrick 
Harrington and Michael Harrington, father 
end son, of Clogher. 

Defendants pleaded the Indemnity Act of 

9 


1924. 

Mr. D. MacDermot, said that the plaintiff 
ebtained judgment in March, 1921, against 
defendants for a sum of in or about £150 and 
costs in the High Courts. Four days after- 
wards one of the defendants said, in the 
presence of witnesses, that he was going to 
make a raid on plaintiff's cattle, and he pro- 
coeded, bringing men with revolvers to help 
him, to plaintifi’s holding and drove away 
las cattle and horses. Some days efte~- 
wards Mrs. Harrington and a Mrs. Towey, 
the former being the wife of one defendant, 
into his office and paid £100, the 
proceeds of the sale of plaintiff's cattle. 
Plaintiff had since got £80 from a Commis- 
son. but be was at a loss of between £300 
and £400. 

DENIED HE WAS A &PY. 

In cross-examination by Mr. O'Doherty, 
laintiff said vhat the action at the time was 
-w damages for assault and that the defend- 
ants did net turn up at the hearing. He was 
formerly a constable in the British police. 
Plaintiff further stated that the armed men 
were drunk on poteen, and added: “ Poteen 
was a very strong weapon in those days.” 

In irrther cross-examination witness denied 
that he was ordered to leave the country for 
being a Spy. 

Plaintifi’s sister (Mrs. Drury) said that 
after the raid the house was burned. She 
saw the defendants in the raid for the cattle. 

Joseph Finnegan said that he was now A 
Sunerintendent in the Civic (Fuards, stationed 
at Dunloe, Co Donegal. In: 1921 he was 

Quartermaster in the I.R.A., Gurteet 
Rottalion.” As the result of orders received 
“om a headquarters’ meeting in March, 1921, 
he went to the house of the plaintiff, aecom- 

nied by thirty men, including Commandant 
Marren, now dead. and Commandant Hunt, 
now in America. They were all members of 
the I.R.A.

HEALTH INSURANCE. 


IRISH TRADE UNION 
CONGRESS SOCIETY. 

Mr. J. H. Bennett presided over the third 
annual general meeting in Dublin of the 
Trade Union Congress Approved Society, at 
which delegates from various parts of the 
country were present. . 

The annual report showed a steady in- 
erease in the ssemsbersiiip, over £00 applicants 
having been admitted in the first six months 
af this vear. The expenditure on benefits still 
vemained very high, but the Committee had 
pointed out to the Commission that this was 
mainly due to the chronic state of unemploy- 
ment. and the growing number of members 
who have been cut off from Unemployment 
Benefit, resulting in decreased vitality and 
increased liability to sickness. A satisiactory 
feature of the report was that the deficiency 
on the administration account due to forma- 
tion expenses had been entirely liquidated. 

The financial statement showed that the fol- 
lowing nos, hé been paid in benefits dur- 
ing the year 1 — 

Men—Sickness benefit, £5,858 11s. 2d.; 
disablement benefit, £5,158 14s. 3d. - omen— 
Sickness benefit. £463 9s. 11d.; disablement 
benefit, £469 ils. 7d.; maternity benefit, 
£1,650 148, 6d.; dental treatment, £1358 16s. 
4d. ; hospital treatment. $57 19s. 10d. ; optical 
and surgical benefit, £51 Os. Od. .. & 

On the motion of Mr. McAuliffe. Cork. 
seconded by Mr. T. McGrath, Waterford, the 
report and statement of accounts were 
adopted. 

A special report was Su» 
seond valuation of the Society 
December, 1925. which showed 
assets of the Society at that date were 
£425,767, and liabilities for future benefits 
£287,687, leaving a surplus of £37,880. The 
sum of £20.170 was carried forward, aod a 
balance of £17,710 was certified to be dis- 

osable. 

The Committee were able to recommend the 
adoption of a new scheme of additional 
benefits, uniformly applicable to all members 
who joined on or before the 3let December, 
1923, which were equal to the highest benefits 
said in any of the constituent units of the 
ociety hitherto. 

The following scheme was unanimously 
opted :—Increases in cash benefits enabling 
the following rates to be paid—Sickness bene- 
fit (men), 19s. per weer; sickness benefit 
16s. per week ; disablement benefit 
women), 9s.

THE MYSTERY OF 
“SMOKING,”

Interesting facts in connection with the 
sale and smoking of Irish bacon came to 
light at yesterday's sitting of the Food 
Prices Tribunal in Dublin. ' 

A retailer in Dublin, for instance, will 
not be supplied with bacon from the 
factories in Limerick. It must be pur- 
chased through an agent. Again, factories 
in Limerick do not smoke the bacon that 
they cure. It is sent on to wholesa.ers 
in Dublin, who smoke it before it is 
deliverec to the retailer. 


WHOLESALE TRADE FIGURES. 

Evidence on behalf of the Irish Wholesale 
Provision Trade Association was given by 

ir. H. Freeman, Hon. Secretary of that 
organisation, whose headquarters are at 12 
College Green, Dublin. 

At the request of the. Tribunal he made a 
statement as to the gross and net profits per 
cwt. on bacon taken by his members in. the 
last accounting period. He said that separate 
books were not kept for the different heads 
of commodities dealt with by the members of 
the Association. For the first five months 
of this year the average price of Irish Wilt- 
shire bacon to the wholesaler for Dublin selec- 
tion was 140s, per cwt., ex factory. This 
bacon had been sold delivered to the retailer 
at 160s. per ewt. Out of that profit all 
charges had to be met. and on that basis the 
business was not a paying proposition. 

Unsmoked . Trish bacon was sold on the 
basis of 10s. over’ curers’ factory price. Out 
of that, shrinkage, freight, and overhead 
charges had to be met During the same 
period the average difference between the 
price of best imported bacon ex ship at Liver- 
pool and the selling smoked price was 20s. 
per cwt. From London, Hull and distant 
ports 2s. to 4s. per cwt. was added to that. 
At the moment the best quality of Canadian. 
bacon was being sold by the merchant at a 
loss, because they had not raised the prices 
to those of the market. In many instances 
American bacon had to be purchased ahead 
en contracts extending over a period. In 
several cases the actual market value in 
Liverpool bore little comparison to the prices 
that merchants had to pay, as bacon was 
often sold at a much less figure than that at 
which it was bought. The raling market cost 
price was reviewed every week or fortnight by 
the Association, and their goods were sold 
strictly on that basis, whether it was against 
the merchant or otherwise. 

In reply to Senator Farren, he said that 
between 80 and 90 per cent. of Limerick 
cured bacon was smoked in Dublin before 
being sold, 


NO DIRECT SALES. 

Mr. James Quaine, of the firm of Messrs. 
Findlater, gave evidence that on June 12th 
last his firm was paving 164s. a cwt. for 
finest Limerick bacon. bought from the whole- 
salers by the side of 60lbs. The Limerick 
curers would not sell direct. The bacon was 
sold at 10s. to 12s. per side above cost price. 
That was the gross: profit. 

To Professor Busteed—He said that there 
was no special skill in smoking bacon. The 
Enclish curers smoked their bacon. and so 
did Buttles, of Enniscorthy, and he could 
not say why the smoking of Limerick bacon 
was confined to a esmal group of wholesalers 
in Dublin. 

The Chairman, Senator Brown, said that it 
was strange that the Limerick curers did not 
smoke the bacon themselves as other curers 
did instead of the middlemen, wholesalehs 
doing it at an increase in the cost to the con- 
sumer. 

CO-OPERATIVE STORE PRICES. 

Mr. James Fox, manager of the Dublin and 
District Co-operative Society, gave evidence 
that they got all their bacon from the Co- 
operative Society’s factory in Tralee. where 
it was smoked after being cured. The cost 
per cwt. on June 12th last was 156s., and the 
freight and cartage amounted to 2s.~7d. per 
c&t. ‘The average side of bacon weighing 
538lbss. cost the Society 158s. 7d. Actually 
cut io meet the demands of purchasers ‘the 
side was retailed thus:—12glbs, gammon at 
is. 8d., Bhlbs. back at Is. €d., dlhs. collar 
at 1s. 10d., 13ibs. centre back at 2s., 24lbs. 
flank at 1s., 4glbs. streaky at 1s. 10d., 
Qilbs. shoulder ot 10d.: total for the side 
£4 4s. 5d.. and allowing 1b. waste in cutting 
the retailing of the side brought in £4 2s. 
10$d. Their return on one side of 
bacon was 8s. O#d., or 9.7 per cent, 

The wages of the Society's provision hands 
was £4 a week, the union rate. With each 
order delivered they gave the customer a 
docket showing the weight and price. 

To the Chairman the witness stated that 
the profit on the bacon alone, not counting 
other provisions, would not keep them going. 
Their retail prices for bacon were about the 
competitive standard in the city. He had no 
trouble in selling flank cuts. 

IRISH BACON IN LONDON. 

Mr. Richard Blake, of the Baggot street 
branch of Messrs Williams and Co., stated 
that they got their Limerick bacon from 
the Dublin wholesalers, and occasionally they 
got cured Wiltshire direct from England. One 
cide of Limerick bacon, weighing G3lbs., cost 
£4 12s. 3d. That was sold to customers as 
follows :—14lbs. ham at 1s. 8d., 6lbs. streaky 
at 2s. 2d., élbs. streaky thick 1s. 84.. óalbs. 
flank 8d., Slbs. oyster cnt Js. 10d., 111b. thin 
back 2s 2d., 9lb. back neck 1s. 6d., 8lb. gam 
10id.. 24lb. thick bacon 1s. 6d. less waste in 
cutting ls. 5d.; total £5 1s. ód. The profit 
on the sale was Qs. 

In reply to the Chairman he said that in 
a falling market the Dublin wholesalers. 
prices for imported bacon frequently did not 

me down to the Liverpool price for a week. 

Chairman—Do you take a hopeful view of 
the bacon trade as a paying business? 

Witness—We manage to make it pay, al- 
though we do not make a fortune on it. We 
keep only the best quality of bacon and we 
do a very big trade in it. 

In reply to another question he stated that 
he had heard that Irish bacon was cheaper in 
London than in Dublin, but there was sent 
be the coarser bacon that could not be sold 
1ere.

The Eight Hours Act. 


The bill which enables an eight-hours’ 
day to be restored in the British mining 
industry passed through its final stages 
yesterday in the House of Lords, and 
received the Royal Assent. The Govern- 
ment had hoped that a direct agreement 
might have been reached between the coal- 
owners and the miners before the bill 
passed i..to law; but the prospects of such 
a pact seem to be as remote as ever they 
were, although the stoppage in tue coal- 
fields has been in progress since May Ist. 
Hitherto a seven-hours’ day has been 
obligatory, and the present legislation 
was introduced by the Government in 
order to a method whereby 
the men who are on strike 
be able to return to work without monetary 
loss. When the Government’s subsidy 
came to an end on April 30th the miners 
were informed that they must accept a 
reduction of about ten per cent., as recom- 
mended by the report of the Samuel Com- 
mission. As they rejected this proposal, 
and, in fact, have refused since the strike 
bezan to entertain any suggestion of a 
wages ‘‘cut,’”” Mr. Baldwin produced the 
Eight Hours Bill as a partial solutior of 
the problem.

** Wireless ’’ Morality. 


Thackeray’s ‘Irish Sketch Book ”' 
offended Irish feelings because it applied 
the word “ honest’’ to every Englishman 
whom he met in this country.. Our great- 
grandfathers detected in the Homeric 
epithet a slight upon the commercial 
morality of the Irish people. In recent 
years, however, our own judges and clergy 
have been outspoken critics of the national 
morals; and certainly the latest contrast 
between English and Irish standards of 
honesty cannot be pleasing to Irish pride. 
From the report of the annual meeting of 
the British Broadcasting Company, which 
was held yesterday, we learn that the 
past year’s operations produced a 
surplus of £6,418, and that the Company 
is able to declare a dividend of 74 pev 
cent. The amount which it is entitled to 
raise from licences is limited to £500,000, 
and, in objecting to this limitation, the 
Chairman, Lord Gainford, made no 
complaint that owners of wireless sets 
were evading the paymen’ of licences. 
How different the story which 
was told to the Free State Senate, on 
fuesday, by the Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs! Mr. Walsh estimates—no 
doubt, he has data for a fairly accurate 
estimate—that twenty-five thousand persons 
in the Free State are owners of wireless 
sets; but only five thousand persons have 
acquired licences since the beginning of the 
financial year.

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| Sensitive Plants, 

Old folk firmly believe that gardens will 
bloom luxuriantly’ for some persons and 
will flower but poorly for others. They 
believe that the character or temperament 
of the gardener has its influence with the 
plants. On Wednesday Sir Jagadis Bose, 
in a lecture to the Royal Society of Arts, 
made remarkable statements in the name 
of science which tend to confirm the old- 
fashioned notion. He said that plants 
may be regarded as “ anchored animals.” 
They are subject to sensation, although 
they cannot express it by sound. They 
are far more sensitive to light than man, 
and can detect ether waves that lie beyond 
the spectrum visible to human. eyes. 
Plants have their periods of sleep, and 
different types have different habits. The 
mimosa wakes gradually between 8 a.m. 
and noon, is alert throughout the evening, 
and sleeps again only in the ‘small 
hours.” Death comes to plants as to 
creatures of the animal kingdom, preceded 
by such symptoms as drooping and wither» 
ing. Sir agadis Bose suggested that 
plants possess a “sixth sense ' ; for some 
of his records revealed a modification of 
behaviour in the presence of certain 
persons. He thinks that plants have 
their likes and dislikes, and sometimes 
are influenced by the approach, presence 
and departure of welcome or unwelcome 
personalities. Thus science once. again 
justifies tradition, and the almost personal 
love which some gentle spirits have 
bestowed upon their trees and flowers 
proves to have been not wholly wasted. 
Shelley’s ‘‘ Sensitive Plant,’ it seems, was 
not all fantasy. We now have a man of 
science as well as the men of song to bid 
us recognise our distant kinsmen. in the 
grasses.

THE LATE LORD PIRRIE, 


MEMORIAL IN BELFAST 
CEMETERY. 

The memorial erected by Viscountess Pirrie 
to the late Lord Pirrie in Belfast Cemetery 
was completed yesterday. It consists of a 
bronze pedestal six feet high, surmounted by 
a life-like portrait bust óft. 4in. in height. 
The pedestal on which the bust rests was cast 
at the Belfast works by the employés of the 
firm, while the bust itself with the shields 
were made in broze by Messrs. Burton, of 
Thames Ditton, at whose foundry many of 
the finest monuments in the British Empire 
have been cust. The entire work was carried 
out under the direction of the Viscountess 
Pirrie, from the design of Mr, A. Bertram 
Pegram, R.B.S. 

The memorial bears the following inscrip- 
tion :—‘' In loving and most grateful memory 
of my beloved husband, William James 
Pirrie, Ist. Viscount, K.P., PC H.M.L 
Born ólst May, 1847. Died 7th June. 1924 
Only son of James Alexander Pirrie and 
Eliza Swan Montgomery. Married 17th April, 
1879, Margaret M. Carlisle, daughter of John 
Carlisle and Catherine Montgomery. He 
entered Queen's Island as an apprentice, 25rd 
June, 1862. 62 years Iatcr, on 23rd June, 
1924, he was laid to rest here. : As chairman 
of Messrs. Harland and Wolff's vast organi- 
sation for so many years, he by his own 
cheerful service and wide experience proved 
an inspiration to the many fellow-workers 
identified with him in the evolution of ship- 
building, It was his joy to recognise their 
loyalty and allegiance. On all seus theo shins 
that sail testify to .the great benefits his 
genius conferred on mankind. He spent his 
life endeavouring to be useful in his dey and 
generation, and was closely associated alwavs 
a progress of, and charities in, this 
city.

The new method of attack, supported 
by some of ft members of the Oppagi.

I¢ 
was suggested this afternoon, however.

This is the third time in succession that 
a Minister had been attacked in thie 
manner. The first was the Prime Minister 
and the second the President of the Board 


of Trade. 


Mr. Chamberlain’s Reply. 


Mr. Chamberlain did not lend himself 
easily to the attack from the Socialist 
benches, and gave his detractors a shock, 
He suggested that experts had been em- 
ployed for some weeks to search the 
records at Somerset House and to sea 
whether anything could be found to throw 
discredit upon His Mayjesty’s Ministers. 
Mr. Johnston, he implied, was a specialist 
in this kind of thing, a remark which 
was followed by uproar, with the Speaker 
appealing for order, and asking fhat 
members should exercise more self. 
restraint. Peace restored, Mr. Chamber- 
lain continued his explanation, and con- 
cluded amid enthusiastic cheers. Mr. 
Henderson asked for a day that the matter 
might be discussed on the floor of the 
House. The Prime Minister  speedilr 
agreed, and the Opposition thus will have 
the satisfaction of wasting another day 
of Parliamentary time. 


“The Red Hand.” 


In the Lobby there was general agree- 
ment that Mr. Chamberlain's explanation 
went even further than was necessary; 
for it has always been recognised that, in 
the case of Ministers with important 
private interests to safeguard, a director- 
ship might be retained as long as the 
company was not a public concern. It 
was remarked that it is more than a little 
strange that three attempts in succession 
should have been made to discredit 
Cabinet Ministers immediately after 
orders had been sent to the Communists 
from Russia that such attempts should 
be made. Many Conservatives at the 
moment are inclined to see the “red ' 
hand in every move of the Opposition at 
the present time, and it must be admitted 
that on this occasion they seem to do so 
with justice.

One of the ushers of 
the House advanced to the bar to announce 
Black Rod’s arrival. Simultaneously, Mr. 
Tom Williams, amid cries of ‘‘Go on, Tom,” 
rose from his place on the second Opposition 
bench, and said—‘‘ Mr. Speaker, I move that 
Black. Rod be not entertained this evening.” 

Loud Labour cheers followed, and they 
became so uproarious that the stentorian 
voice of the usher announcing Black Rod 
could scarcely be heard. Seeing Black Rod 
acvancing, the Labour members rose. and 
raised loud cries of protest, which for the 
most part took the form of a chorus of 
* No, no!” 

Black Rod, however, advanced up the floor 
of the House, as usual, bowing to the chair 
as he approached.

RIOTING IN INDIA.

SHOPS LOOTED AND 
“CLOSED. 


From REUTER's CORRESPONDENT. 
CALCUTTA, Thursday. 

A serious inter-communal situation has 
arisen at Pabna, two hundred miles from 
Calcutta, following the desecration of Hindu 
idols. These were a few days ago being 
carried in procession by the Hindus, when 
they encountered Mohammedans, armed 
with sticks and brickbats. The sequel 
was the looting and closing of shops. 

The disturbance has now spread to the 
outlying villages, where it is stated: that 
Mohammedans have looted a number of 
Hindu shops and houses. A hundred 
Indian troops, under two Indian’ officers, 
have set out for Pabna, and armed police 
have already arrived. 

It is reported that the *“Mohammedans 
oe . ! . 
in one village surrounded the police and 
attempted to rescue some Mohammedans 
who had been arrested in connection with 
the arson and looting which had taken 
place. The police thereupon opened fire, 
wounding some of the rioters, but the 
exact number of wounded is not yet known. 
So far two wounded have. been brought to 
Pabna. 

Panic-stricken Hindu women are fleeing 
from the villages to Pabna for fear of 
molestation. The Assistant Commandant 
of the Eastern Frontier Rifles arrived at 
Pabna last night. The District Magistrate 
and the police authorities are on the 
spot.

Yesterday, when Squadron Leader Stodhart 
took him up the visibility was thirty miles, 
yet the place was found within a mile.

POPE DENOUNCES MEXICAN 
GOVERNMENT. 
2OME, Thursday. 

In the name’ of the Pope, Cardinal Gas- 
parri has written letters from Rome, ad- 
dressed to representatives of the Holy See 
all over the world, appointing August Ist as 
a day of special prayers for the deliverance 
of Mexican Catholics from persecution, and 
of prayers for the pardon of their persecutors. 

‘Sad news arrives daily,” the letters say, 
“ concerning the condition of the Catholic 
Church in Mexico, where, under forms of 
legal hypocrisy, there has developed 
a true. and real persecution of 
the Catholic religion by the Govern- 
ment of that unfortunate nation. While other 
religions are given the most ample liberty, 
that same liberty is denied to Catholics in a 
manner which would be dishonourable to any 
civilised people.’’ 

The Pope recalls the expulsion of Apostolic 
delegates under false, calumnious pretexts, 
and the expulsion of priests’ and nens for 
their religious belief, in the most inhuman 
manner. 

“ The College of Seminaries,”” he says, “is 
closed to priests, or unacceptable conditions 
are imposed for the exercise of their 
ministry. The same churches from which 
priests have been expelled are occupied by 
civil authorities under the pretext that they 
have been abandoned.’’—(Reuter.) 


COMMONWEALTH LINER 
ASHORE. 


AUSTRALIAN STEAMER 
ABANDONED. 

Lloyd’s states that a cable has been re- 
ceived from New York, dated July 8th, to 
the effect that the Commonwealth and 
Dominion liner Port Kemble, which left 
Norfolk (Va.) on July 5th last, and is on a 
voyage from London.to Lyttelton,-is ashore 
on a reef to the north of San Salvador, or 
Walting Island, and is making water slightly 
in No. 2 Hold. A wireless message has been 
sent to the British steamer Port Curtis to 
endeavour to get in touch with the Port 
Kemble by radio and assist if possible. 

A cable received by Lloyd’s from the 
owners (Australian Steamship Proprietary, 
Ltd.), of the Cooma, states that the vessel 
went ashore, north reef on last Wednesday. 
All the passengers have been transferred to 
the steamer Burmah, and are being landed at 
Port Alma (Australia). The master and crew 
were taken off by the warship Morisby. The 
Commander of the Morisby considers’ the 
steamer a total wreck. Arrangements have 
been made to despatch tugs with salvage 
plant. . 

A New York message states that the French

By 22 votes to 9 the Free State Senate 
yesterday passed the second reading of 
the -Tariff Commission Bill, and the 
Chairman announced that the Committee 

stage would be taken on Tuesday next. 
Initiated by Sir John Keane, cne of 
the ablest speakers in the House, the 
debate occupied the whole of the sitting. 
The opposition developed very much along 


the lines encountered by the measure in. 


the Dail, and from the beginning there 
was but slight doubt as to the result, 
although the supporters of the bill had 
professed to feel a little anxious on the 
point. 

Senator Fanning’s brief contribution to 
the debate. was one of the best things of 
the afternoon. A. staunch Free Trader, 
the Senator read an effective lesson to the 
advocates of “subsidised industry” by 
instancing the almost world-wide business 
reputations built up by firms like Messrs. 
Guinness and Messrs. Jacob, of Dublin, 
without the assistance of protective tariffs. 
Self-help was the lesson which he preached, 
and the House was. not unimpressed. 

From the unenthusiastic nature of the 
support aecorded to the bill one is inclined 
to believe that the measure may be 
amended in certain respects before it is 
sent back to the Dail. 


RULES OF COURT. 


SELECT COMMITTEE TO BE 
APPOINTED. 


In the Free State Senate vesterday, the 
Chairman (Lord Glenavy) said that there had 
been considerable opposition to the sugges- 
tion that the Rules of Court should be dis- 
posed of on Friday. He had had some cor- 
respondence with the Minister for Justice, 
who recognised that it would not be reason- 
able to persist in that request to the Senate. 

He would suggest that the Senate should 
meet on the 22nd July to consider the rules, 
and that a small select committee should be 
appointed by the Selection Committee to con- 
sider the rules and report to the House, and 
that the report should be circulated not later 
than July 19th. 

He suggested that ‘the select committee 
should pay special regard. to the suggested 
schedules of fees and costs in the Circuit 
and District Courts. It seemed to him that 
they were on the excessive side, and he under- 


stood that that view was also taken by the 


Minister who, he understood, had already had 
a conference with» the committee which 
drafted the District Court Rules, with the 
result that they had agreed to a substantial 
modification of the fees and costs. 

On the motion of Mr. Westropp Bennett, 
seconded by Mr. Tal, a resolution on the 
lines suggested by the chairman was adopted. 


RIGHT OF VETO. 

Replying to Mr. O'Farrell, the Chairman 
said that he understood that the House had 
absolute right of veto on the rules but could 
not amend them. They could, -however, sug- 
gest substitute rules to the Rules Committee 
for consideration. 

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, Minister for Justice, 
thanked. the Senate for facilitating him by 
fixing a date for consideration of the rules. 
He advised the committee not to take too 
seriously the schedule of ccsts attached to 
the District Court Rules, as very substantial 
modifications had been made in them. The 
Rules of the other Courts weuld remain sub- 
stantially as they were. 


TARIFF COMMISSION. 
STRONG OPPOSITION TO THE 
BILL, 

On the motion for the second reading of the 
Tariff Commission Bill, Sir John Keane 
moved that the further consideration of the 
bill be postponed for six months. In the early 
days of the Government, he said, a body was 
appointed, consisting of Professor RBastable, 
Professor Smiddy and Mr. George O’Brien, to 


investigate the whole question of protective 


duties. It was a body eminently suited to 
discuss a question so complicated, scientific 
and subtle in its repercussions on general 
trade and commerce. 

That Commission recommended adversely to 
a general policy of tariffs. With one or two 
small reservations they endorsed what was 
known as the policy of ‘ doctrinaire Free 
Trade.” One would have thought that, in 
view of that recommendation, the Govern- 
ment, if it disagreed, would, at least, have 
taken the opinion of the country and would 
not have embarked on an increasing policy of 
tariffs, without a mandate from the people. 


BELATED. 


The present proposal was entirely belated. 
The Government was setting up a Commis- 
sion when it had already prejudiced its case, 
because it had imposed tariffs on 60 or 70 per 
cent. of the commodities in common use. He 
thought that the bill must have been the 
result of internal pressure, and that there 
were elements asking that something more 
should be done. If the Commission had been 
set up before tariffs had begun he could 
understand it. 

In the preamble of the bill it was stated 
that everything might be done in the matter 
of inquiry, but he noticed the ominous omis- 
sion of the. word “ abolition.’’ It might be 
wise to abolish some of the existing tariffs. 
He noticed also that the powers to be given 
to this tariff Commission were to be far- 
reaching. It seemed to have High Court 
powers of compelling persons to attend and 
produce their books and everything relating 
to their businesses. He should like the 
House to realise the possibilities of giving 
those wide powers. The announced intention 
of the Government was to appoint civil s 
vants on the Commission. He did not doubt 
the competency of civil servants in the per 
formance of their ordinary duties to which 
they were trained, but he suggested that th» 
inquiry was not germane to the ordinary 
work of civil servants. They could not tate 
an entirely detached view of the work which 
they would have to do. 


THINGS TO GUARD AGAINST. 

As regards the schedule, he would like to 
see some approach to the policy of safeguay:}- 
ing of industries, as in England: that wag to 
safeguard ourselves against sweating condi- 
tions and against the competition of countries 
in which the rates of wages and the standard 
of living was abnormally low. — He should 
like to see absolute free trade between coun- 
tries that had a sound currency. There was 
a sort of feeling that a free-trader was some- 
thing of a die-hard, and that free trade was 
gone for ever. He did not accept that view. 
How were imported goods to be paid for if a 
country ‘did not seolialie other goods to pay 
for them ? 

The effect of-an artificial stimulus to parti- 
cular industries was to hamper the industries 
that had a natural footing in the country. 
Our policy should be to develop what was 
best suited by nature to the country, and any 
policy that militated against that was 
unsound. He had been told that the tariff on 
glass bottles had not had the desired result. 
If competition were excluded the springs of 
enterprise and character were damaged, and 
that was the point on which the free-trader 
laid great stress. Instead of the people who 
were engaged in irdustry taking off their 
eoats to the work of extending and developing 
them, they said that they would go to the 
Government to help them. That was bad for 
production and for the national character.

POSITION OF THE B.B.C. 


Lord Gainford, Chairman, who presided 
at the annual general meeting of the 
British Broadcasting Company, Limited, 
held at the Hotel Cecil, London, yester- 
day, moved the adoption of the report and 
said that the supplementary licence 
extending their existence to December 
next restricted the amount to be paid to 
the company from licences to £500,000. 
Owing to that restriction they felt that 
their activities and the quality of the 
service last year had been, unfortunately, 
prejudiced. After transferring the excess 
of current expenditure over current 
revenue and the various appropriations 
mentioned in the report, they had, he said, 
a surplus of £6,418 available for divi- 
dends. Licences in force at 31st March 
numbered 1,965,000. 

THE TRANSFER OF SERVICE. 

He understood that the Government had’ 
accepted the Broadcasting Committee’s re- 
port, and were preparing legislation to give 
effect to it. He wished to direct attention 
to certain points which -would arise on the 
broadcasting service being taken over by any 
new authority. First, they had always main- 
tained that the money collected from the 
public for the service should be devoted to 
the service, and not alienated or diverted to 
any other purpose. Further, they  repre- 
sented, on behalf of the new authority, that 
they should have a claim on all money in 
the hands of the Government at the end of 
that company’s licence, in order that they 
might proceed with development schemes im- 
mediately. In that connection, in addition to 
capital assets costing, approximately, 
£515,000, which would be transferred free, 
they estimated that, assuming the increase of 
licence issues be maintained, the Government 
would have in hand a sum of at least 
£900,000. 

The second pojnt was that restrictions, 
other than. financial, which had hampered 
them in the past should in the future be con- 
siderably eased. ‘They trusted that the ser- 
vice would, to as great an extent as possible, 
be autonomous and independent, and that the 
executive staff might be trusted to carry on 
with the -same authority, responsibiljty, 
efficiency and despatch as in the past, 
and that no. bureaucratic methods 
will be allowed to hamper development. 
If, as had been suggested, the principle,. ‘‘no 
privileges and no restrictions,’’ were estab- 
lished as the basis of relationship netween 
broadcasting and other interests, then thev 
hoped that it would be generously inter- 
preted. 


REARRANGED DISTRIBUTION. 

Thirdly, they trusted that the re-arranaeo- 
ment of the svstem of distribution—name:y, 
by regional high-power stations, with alterna- 
tive wave lengths, as advocated by them 
for over a year—would be put in hand at the 
conclusion of the present Daventry experi- 
ments. ‘They felt that it had been unneces- 
sarily difficult in the past to get ahead wit 
development schemes, and they hoped that 
realisation of the necessity for alternative 
programmes, and for prevention of intern.- 
tional wave length chaos, would obviate 
delays in the future. 

Sir William Bull seconded, and the adon 
tion of the report was carried unanimously. 

The retiring directors were re-elected, ap] 
a dividend of 75 per cent. was authorised, 


SPEEDY LEGISLATION. 

A resolution was moved by Sir William 
Bull on behalf of the Burndept Wireless 
Company, and seconded by the Brownie Wire- 
less Company, urging the directors to get into 
immediate touch with the Government with 
the view to getting a definite decision on the 
future of the hvoadcasting service. 
resolution asked that the Government should 
at once bring in legislation, so that the in- 
dustry could know where they stood. or else 
to guarantee the status quo for at least 
twelve months. 

In supporting the resolution, Mr. Alfred 
Graham (Amplion Company) said that the 
B.B.C, had set up a higher standard of broad- 
casting than existed in any other part of 
the world, and he thought that it would be 
a great pity if that were lost through Govern- 
ment control. 

Other speakers supported the resolution, and

SUGAR BEET FACTORY. 

Speaking at a public meeting in Clonmel, 
called to consider the industrial depression 
in the town and the need for industrial 
revival, the Mayor (Councillor J. Reidy) said 
that he regretted the small attendance. The 
industries of Clonmel, which 
famous, had dwindled away very much. It 
was only by a sympathetic combination of 
labour and capital that industry could be 
made a success. 

Mr. W. J. Mulcahy, M.C.C. (Ardfiinnan 
Woollen Mills), advocated protection, and 
Mr. H. Henderson spoke of the need íor co- 
operation between the farmers and the towns- 
people in promoting industry. The prospect 
of having a subsidiary beet factory in Clon- 
mel, he said, was under discussion, and a 
representative of the Carlow Company would 
address a meeting in Clonmel on the subject. 

Mr. J. F. O’Gorman. (Messrs. O’Gormn 
Bros.) also favoured protection. As many 
industries were declining, he said, it was use- 
less to be talking about starting new ones. 

It was decided to start an Industrial Asso- 
ciation for the town and district, and to 
direct attention to the question of a sugar 
beet factory for Clonmel.

700-MILE RACE FROM SPAIN

pigeons which left London by train last 
evening for Spain to take part in the 700-mile 
flight back to their ““homes.” If the weather 
is unfavourable 50 ‘per cent. may fail to 
return, while under good conditions 90 per 
cent., it is stated, will “ home.”

There were, he believed, twenty-eight fiscal 
tariffs in European countries—all willing to 
cultivate the policy of isolation. It was a 
selfish policy. 

He would support the Government on 
any policy of imperial free trade, but 
to the small policy of economic isolation 
ha was strongly opposed. Sixty or seventy 
per cent. of the country’s commodities were 
already protected. The harm was.done, and, 
so far as this bill was likely to extend that 
policy of protection without a mandate from 
the people, he asked the House to reject it. 

My. Westropp Bennett, said that he 
supported the bill, because its purpose was 
to’ obtain information for the. public which 
was at present uninformed on the merits of 
demands for tariff protection. At the same 
time, he did not believe that the work could 
be done best by civil servants. It was 
essential that they should have people with 
a broad national outlook. The country was 
in its infancy, “and | whatever might be 
thought of the broad doctrine of free trade, 
the country could not be expected to go 
wholeheartedly into a free trade policy in 
which it could have no. voice in the manipu- 
lations that would affect the course of trade. 
He thought that it was a flaw in -the bill 
that there was no provision for examination 
of existing: tariffs. 


INADEQUATE. 

Mr. J. ©. Dowdall said that he regarded 
the bill as making no adequate—indeed, he 
would. gay, no Jonest—attempt to deal with 
the question which the Government was 
beginnmg to find awkward, but having 
listened to the speech of Sir John Keane, he 
was impelled to support the bill, If the case 
for free trade put by Sir dehn Keane was the 
best that a man of his ability could do, then 
tariffs was on safe grounds,

mission, he said that it was wrong of the 
Government to bring men who were certain 
to have to report on matters that inevitably 
would be questions of party politics, under 
criticism, where they were not free to 
answer criticisms. divrécted... against _ bheir 
report.

COMPARISONS. 

Ireland might not -be comparable with 
America, but it was. comparable with 
Denmark, Holland, Belgium and other agri- 
cultural countries of Europe, and these 
were highly protected industries. As to Im- 
perial free trade, if he got the protection 
that was afforded in Catiada, Australia, or 
New. Zealand, he would accept it at once. 

Their free trade policy had reeulted m the 
country going largely out of cultivation, the 
population decreasing, and in a load of un- 
employment. Even if the cost of living were 
to be raised slightly, he believed a change 
from that system would be useful. 

Mr.. H. $. Guinness welcomed the bill as 
introducing order into what was a very difli- 
cult position for the Government, which had 
heen unable to get the information necessary 
for the purpose of determining imposts. 

Mr J. Douglas said that he was in agree- 
ment with much of what Sir John Keane had 
said, but he did not agree wth the con- 
clusion that the bill should be opposed. In 
a country like the Free State the method pro- 
posed in the bill was, prima facie, the best 
method of dealing with the question of free 
trade and tariff reform. It would go very 
largely towards the elimination of party tactics 
in the matter of tariffs. He understood that

COMPULSION. 

He agreed with Sir John Keane in dis- 
liking tae provisions for compulsory attend- 
ance of witnesses and compulsory production 
of books and documents. Such measures 
might become necessary at some time, but 
for the present he would let the desire to 
make the case for a tariff be the incentive to a 
manulacturer to produce the required evi- 
dence. If he was unwilling to produce the 
evidence, let his application go by default. 

The principal vaiue of the Commission was 
that the public would hear the case made 
for a tariff, so that others who considered 
that the proposed tariff would injure their 
industry would have a full opportunity oi 
framing their case against it. He would have 
supported the ides of a Commission, if only 
for the reason that he disliked the present 
method. A large industry directly affected 
by a tariff knew nothing about it 
until those concerned read the Budget 
speech, and then it was too late. 
because it was extremely difficult to make 
any change once the tariff was announced— 
for them to make their case for modification 
of the duty or exemption from it. 

As to the composition of the. Commission, 
while he was not sure that the proposal to 
have three civil servants was the best, he 
was sure that it was better than having per- 
sons representing various interests. Unless 
the State was prepared to pay the amount 
that would be required to induce a man 0 
experience and standing to give his whole 
time to the work, the appointment of civil 
servants probably was best 

He supported the bill, not as a measure 
that was going to lead to indiscriminate tariff 
reform, but because he believed: that a good. 
many of the proposals for tariffs would not 
hold water when put up in public. 

TO AVOID A SPLIT. 

Mr. O'Farrell said that he did not believe 
that there was any sincerity behind the pro- 
posed Commission, and he believed the state- 
ment that it was an ingenious device for post- 
a serious split in the Government 
vanks. That was the correct explanation of 
the bill. Government responsibility in that 
important matter was now fo a great extent 
to devolve on three civil servants appointed 
by three separate Ministers, who were divided 
on the question of tarifis. ‘These civil 
servants were in effect to act as arbitrators 
between the opposing. party factions. Both 
sides had claimed the bill as a victory; it 
was true that it was a victory for the whole 
party, inasmuch as a serious cleavage in the 
Government had been put into the back- 
ground for the moment. 

He thought the main victory had been won 
by what were known as “the whole hog 
Protectionists,’’ for the bill deliberately re- 
stricted the powers of the Commission to -con- 
sider anything except applications from 
people interested in tariffs. e was not 
arguing the case for Protection or Free Trade, 
but if there was to be a Commission it should 
be empowered to review the whole field and 
have the power of initiative, not only on one 
side. but the other as well. 


ENCOURAGEMENT OF “TRUSTS.” — 
Tariffs generally encouraged “ * trusts, 
“ eombines,” “ corners,’’ and 'rings; and 
any Commission set up to inquire into applica- 
tions for additional tariffs should, for the pro- 
tection..of the community, have power to 
examine the possible creation of such trusts. 

No such power was proposed in the bill. 
The Minister in his Budget speech of 1925 
said that the Government would not break 
any fresh ground in the ai of Protection 
before the general election. He had departed 
from that pledge to a certain extent, and the 
responsibility for a further breach was to be 
placed on the three Civil Servants composing 
the Commission.

COMMITTED TO NOTHING, 

Mr. Kenny said that the bill did not advo- 
nin either protection or free trade; and 
nat there was no classification of the 
personnel of the Commission, as the Minister 
could select the members of the Commission 
from the whole population of the Free State.

It was absolutely essential that the 
Commission should have the last word as to 
the information that it thought desirable, be- 
cause insufficient information would do irre- 
parable harm. 

" Mr. O'Hanlon said that it struck him that 
most of the people who were interdsted in 
protection, and the furtherance of the pvo- 
tection movement, were imbued with. the raa- 
terial consideration of gaining something per- 
sonal in the matter. Underlying the bill 
there was a Government policy of general 
tarifis, and Mr, Blythe had no mandate for 
that from the people, Mr. Blythe was break- 
iag an undertaking which he gave a year 
ago, that no fresh ground as regards tariffs 
would be broken by the Government before 
the general election. 

SOT EXPERIMENTAL. 

It could not. be said that the imposition 
of any further tariffs could be regarded as 
experimental, How were the taritfs to be 
taken off later on, if there was a change of 
policy, without injuring a very considerable 
section of the, people? He did not see how 
tlie people were to be enlightened by the bill. 
The case for tariffs would. be made. by. one 
side with great determination béfore the 
Commissions and these people would make a 
éase on behalf cí their own industry. | He 
thought that the Commission hzd a very 
dificult task before it, if it were going to 
enlighten the public before the next general 
election. 

lf they passed the bill they would have an 
unseemly scramble, for every industry would 
try to have a particular tariff in respect of 
their particular industry. 

Mr. MeLaughlin said that 
him that the debate was tinctured with 
political considerations more than by any 
regard for the effect which the bill would 
have. on the industries of the country. He 
deduced that opinion from the alliance which 
he saw between parties of very opposite 
opinions on other questions. 

All the plain people of the -ountry who 
were not committed to free traae or protee- 
tion would see in the bill an honest effort 
on the part of the Government to do what 
was right fer: the country. He welcomed 
the proposal.of the Government, and he re- 
gretted that they had not set up the Com- 
mission before they imposed any tariffs, in 
which case the Government would have been 
saved from the charge of unscientifically 
applying tariffs. Personally, he thought that 
it was a blunder to put a tariff on articles 
that could not be produced in ireland, or on 
articles for’\.aich there was no competitio '. 
(Hear, hear.) 

QUESTION OF SINCERITY. 

He had heard people who were good pro- 
tectionists say that the Government were 
not sincere on -protection, Td that. the 
Minister for. Finance was a doc- 
trinaire free trader ; that, while 
his action was protectionist, his voice 
was free trade. He (Mr. McLoughlin) was a 
protectionist, but he did not want protection 
that would make people pay an extortionate 
price on one side of the border, while thosc 


it seemed to- 


on the other side did not pay such price. It 


was possible to apply protection in a way 
that would be of considerable benefit to in- 
dustry, and at the same time not raise the 
cost of living. 

In Donegal shirt-making and blanket manu- 
facture had guined by the tariff, and the 
price of these commodities had not been in- 
creased by a single peuny. Boots undoubtedly 
cost more, owing to the fact that there was 
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not a sufficient tariff on them. (Laughter.) 
If the tariff had been 65 per cent; instead of 
15 per cent. boots would be chéaper £o-day, 
because people would start the business of 
boot manufacture in order to get over the 
tariff, while with the 15 per cent. they did 
not think it worth while to do so, ' 

Permanent employment could be found only 
by means of tarifís;s (‘‘Question.’’) ‘The 
pcople who would gain most by industries 
were the farmers, although at present tl.ey 
regarded the demand for tariffs as the out- 
come of selfishness on the part of greedy 
manufacturers. He admitted that the pro- 
blem was an intricate one, and that it did 
not admit of éasy handling, bub the Govern- 
ment was taking the wise and sénsible course 
in promoting that measure for the welfare of 
Irish industries, 


MANDATE CLAIMED. 
Sir Nugent Everard, alluding to Mr. 
O’Hanlon’s statement that the Minister for 
Finance had no méantate for protection, 


expected to work for economic independence 
When it was elected, who among them would 
have dared to go before a public meeting and 
say, “We will carry on the old British 
poltcy that has ruined our industries, depo- 
pulated our country, and destroyed our manu- 
tures.” The British Colonies had not been 
so careful of England’s interests as to neglect 
their own, and the United States of America 
had built up their prosperity by the most 
rigid protection. As regards England itself, 
it was stated only the other day in the 
House of Commons that 6,000-distinct articles 
had been given a tariff, and that number was 
going to be greatly increased. 

Mr, Fanning suggested that the explana- 
tion of the figures concerning imports of 
boots and shoes was that the English manu- 
facturers had reduced the standard of qua- 
hty, so that people had to buy three pairs, 
where formerly two sufficed : hence the 50 per 
cent. increase in numbers imported. 

Mentioning Jacobs, Cantrell and Cochrane, 
and Guinness’s Brewary, as instances of 
successful industries built up under free trade, 
he said that any industry that clamoured for 
a subsidy was a failure and a tax on the 
nation. 

Mr. Toal remarked that when they had so 
much difference of opinion in the Senate 
itself, it was plain evidence of the necessity 
for a Commission to examine the matter. If 
the Minister had no mandate for protection, 
he certainly had no mandate for free trade, 


MINISTER'S REPLY, 


INVESTIGATION OF APPLICA- 
TIONS. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, said that 
he would not try te follow the speakers in 
that discussion of the general question. He 
was not sure that Sir John Keane and Mr 
Fanning would not be right in voting against 
the bill, because if the Government was not 
prepared to impose any tariff, no matter what 
case might be made for it, it would not have 
brought forward that Bill. If there was any 
Senator who thought that they should impose 
no tariff and stand by the policy of free trade 
in every instance, there was a good deal to 
be said for that Senator voting against the 
bill. There was, however, one argument 
against such a vote, and it had been put by 
Mr. Douglas. 

If the bill were passed, tariffs would not be 
imposed without proper investigation. They 
would not be imposed until those who desired 
them had made the case, and those who 
objected had had an opportunity of being 
heard in opposition. It might be, therefore, 
that in certain instances, tariffs would not. be 
imposed, which otherwise; perhaps as a result 
of pressure and agitation, might have been 
inrposed if the bill had not been passed. 


MAGHINERY NEEDED. 
Without the machinery that the bill would 
it would be extremely difficult for 
any Government to get at the full facts of 
ihe case and to avoid mistakes. Unless they 
were prepared to take some drastic action 
one way or another, they could not get away 
from the vépresentations of individual firms 
and special interests 

If they said that they were prepared to 
propose a protective tariff on every article 
that could be produced in the country the 
way was clear. ‘The present Government was 
not prepared to adopt that line, because while

got them and they were established elsewhere 
with a big capital employed in them, it was 
almost impossible«in the present state of the 
world for them to be initiated in the Free 
State. They were far from the days when 
mere distance gave protection: the position 
had changed. very considerably in the past 
century. 

The position was that industries for which 
the Free State was as well suited as others 
could not be started in the country now. 
They could not expect. people to put their 
money into them and get no return, while 
plant was built up, markets opened, and the 
industry. established. It was because they 
knew that that the Government had taken 
certain steps inthe direction of protection. 

MOVING SLOWLY. 

“We do not ‘want to go too far or too 
fast,” Mr. Blythe went on, “but we are 
prepared, where a case has been. made, to 
consider tariffs for industries that have not 
been protected. We are firmly convinced 
that a general tariff applying to everything 
manufactured here would be economically 
disastrous.” 

They stood for importing such require- 
ments as could not be economically manufac- 
tured in the Free State, and they were not 
proposing to set up a Commission which 
would disctiss adil principles or to have a 
repetition of the inquiries which the Fiscal 
Commission carried out.. The Tariff Com- 
mission would-deal only, with individual ap- 
plications for tariffs, and it was only by re- 
stricting the scope of the Commission that 
they could get the work well done. Most of, 
the faults that. deputies had found in the 
details of the bill could be fully met, and 
any objections that had been raised by them 
were not well founded. 

Reference had been made to his statement 
in the Dail on the introduction of last year’s 
Budget. He would like to say that one of 
the main objects of that statement was to 
warn off many of the manufacturers, and 
ne. to buy off any opposition in the Dail. 
That statemept of Government policy in re- 
gard to tariffs was no pledge given in con- 
sideratian of aeqitiescence on anybody’s part 
with such protection as they were proposing, 
but it was because the Government felt that 
it was in danger of being rushed, and be- 
cause for every item that was being pro- 
tected they received a dozen applications. for 
protection for industries. 

CUPIDITY. 

Some of these undoubtedly arose out of 
cupidity, and the Government, therefore, de- 
sired to call a halt to enable the country to 
take stock, and let opinion develop in the 
matter of protection, & bringing home the 
results of the tariffs they had adopted in 
both their favourable and unfavourable 
aspects. There was economic danger in re- 
fusing to consider the case of any other in- 
dustry until after.the general election, and 
the Government had arrived at the con- 
clusion that it should at once proceed with 
the setting up of the Commission provided 
fur in the bill. 

He fully accepted the view that protection 
imposed a burden on the community, but in 
the machinery they proposed to set up they 
could get a reasonably accurate view of the 
efiect of tariffs in new cases, and the public 
who would read the reports of the evidence 
given would be in a position to decide on the 
merits of the controversy better than if 
general principles only were discussed.

Commission might be wider. There might 
be a case in after years for widening it. 
They were not asking the Commission te 
examine the results of the existing tariffs, 
hecause they believed it was too early for 
that, and nothing could be learned from the 
figures published in relation to imports; they 
would have to be taken over a considerable 
period before any deductions could be made 
trom them. 
LEARNING THE RESULTS. 

Some of- the tariffs were only now begin-ig 
to have their effects, and it would be vniair 
and misleading to try to deduce anything 
from the published fignres. Three or four 
years must elapse before they cOuid come to 
any conclusion as to the result of the tariffs. 
If they had ‘had all the facts before them 
when they imposed some of the duties they 
might have imposed them in a different form ; 
now they wanted all the facts and to be in 
a position to deal with those industries which 
alleged urgency. When they had all the facts 
they could see whetlier certain industries were 
on the point of collapse and if it would be 
fair to ask the’ country for assistance for 
them.

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THE’ NAVAN SIGNPOSTS. 


CHAIRMAN DEFENDS HIS 
ACTION. 

The Navan Urban Council, at their last 
meeting, again discussed the disappearance of 
the signposts in the town and its neighbour- 
hood 

The former Council put up signposts in 
Irish at all the approaches to the town and 
in the Market square, giving the directions 
and the distances of the surrounding towns 
and villages) - When. the present Council 
cam@ into office signposts, giving the same 
information, but in the English language, 
were erected beside those in Irish. Some 
months ago the signposts in English were 
taken down by unknown persons at night 
and thrown into the Boyne. The next day 
the Chairman gave orders to the foreman of 
the Council labourers to remove the sign- 
posts which were in Irish, and he did so. 
The Chairman's action was condemned by 
the Gaelic League, at local Sinn Fein meet-, 
ings, and at a recent Feis. At the May 
meeting of the Urban Council the matter was 
discussed, and it was then decided -that 
efforts would be made to find the missing 
signposts in English, and that when they 
were recovered thev would be re-erected with 
the signposts in Irish, 

At last Wednesday’s meettsg, Mr. Quilty 
moved that the signs that they had at their 
disposal—Irish or Bnglish—be put up within 
a week, and Mr. Walsh seconded: 

The Chairman said that he could not take 
the — resolution. He was astonished 
to find Mr, uilty allowing himself 
to be: made a “tool of by & clique. 
There was a great whine made about the 
taking down of those signs. He did what 
was within his right as custodian of the pro- 
perty of the people of the town for the time 
being. He had been held up in the Dail by 
Mr. Hall, and he had been held up by the 
President of the Gaelic League at the Feis 
in Navan last Sunday week. In none of those 
places did he find the slightest condemnation 
for as great a piece of blackguardism as ever 
came within his' recollection. What was all 
this outcry on the part of the Gaelic League 
for. Last Thursday he went for a drive in 
the Dublin direction, and what was the first 
sign that he saw? It was “Tara.” It was 
not in Irish; it was in the language of the 
“ Sassenach,’’ pointing out the road to the 
Hill of Tara. He travelled forty miles that 
day, and the signs he saw at every cross road 
were in the languace of, the ‘‘ Sassenach.’’ 
Where was the Gaelic League? Were these 
people more Trish than the iii! The 
Irish Government, in issuing their Acts, did 
go bi-lingually. Ninety-nine per cent. of the 
tourists passing through would derive no 
information by looking up at signposts in 
Irish. He was broad-minded enough to try 
to meet the convenience of every man in the 
country. 

After a diseussion the matter was settled by 
an order being. made. to write to the Auto- 
mobile Association to find out. would they 
supply signposts for those that were lost. 

Che Chairman said that if the Automobile 
Association did not supply new ones, he would 
take care to get new ones made locally.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 
A BOLD SCHEME OF 
SWINDLING. 


EX-RATE COLLECTOR AND 
HIS SISTERS SENTENCED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
Patrick Curran, who described himself as a 
pensioned rate coll@ator to the County Council 
of Leitrim. and Elizabeth Curran and 
Margaret McElwaine, his sisters, were charged 
with conspiring to defraud the Munster and 
Bank and several traders in the 
city of Dublin. and with obtaining various

BANK OF IRELAND DIVIDEND 
INCREASED. 


Yesterday was the “ account day ” in con- 
nection with the settlement just concluded, 
but very little fresh business developed, and 
irregular, and sometimes erratic, price move- 
mentg were recorded, especially when forced 
realisations for the settlement were nece 
to adjust transactions previously ' opened. 
This condition of the market was particularly 
the case in Guinness Ord. Shares, where, at 
the opening, a cash seller appeared, and 
eventually disposed of shares a full point 
under the previous day’s closing quotation 
and the price paid for the new account, 22nd 
inst. 

Another feature oí the day was the Bank 
of Ireland Stock dividend at the rate of 17 
p-c. per annum (8} p.c. actual), less dncome 
tax, or at rate of £13 12s. p.c. per annum, 
free of income tax, against 12 p.c. per annum 
a year ago, free of income tax. This is the 
second or third time a change has been made 
from Jess to free, or from free to less,.income 
tax in recent years in the Bank market when 
declaring dividends, and more continuity in 
the system of notifying would be appreciated, 
though shareholders probably understand 
that these changes may be due to the develop- 
ments in the questions of refund of income 
tax. Other bank shares closed firm in 
sympathy, but Bank Stock appareggjy did 
not alter. 

The Funds were quiet. Government 
National Loan’ and Land Bonds were steady. 
War Loan 5 pc. tended to ease, and Irish 
Land 3 p.c. gave way fractionally. The 
Brewery market was remarkable for the fall 
of 20s. to 712 in Guinness Ord. for cash, 
while 723 was being paid for the regular 
account business.

Rubber Co. (India), Ltd. The directors ex- 
plain that. the guarantee given by the Dunlop 
Co. with regard to the Preference Shares of 
the new company (which will be offered in 
India) creates a liability of a contingent 
character only of a maximum of £13,500 per 
annum.

GREEK DEBT TO BRITAIN. 

It is learned that while extreme reserve ‘is 
maintained in responsible circles in. London 
regarding the Anglo-Greek debt funding ne- 
gotiations, there seems little doubt that con- 
versations have more or less broken down. 
The chief difficulty appears to have heen the 
wide divergence of view regarding the total 
annuities to be paid by Greece. As M. Veni- 
zelos, who was in charge of the negotiations 
on the, Greek side, is remaining in London 
there is, of course, always the possibility 
that the negotiations may be resumed.

The French and Belgian exchanges estab- 
lished new high records, that is to say, both 
currencies touched the lowest points yet 
reached. The Paris rate went to 193%, finish- 
ing nearly 9f. ua 1921, while Brussels, 
after touching , closed about 2074, or 
nearly 15f. against Belgium. Lire were 
decidedly cheaper for a t:me, the rate touch- 
ing 1473, virtually a high record, but the 
latest figure of 1 was only a shade higher 
on balance. Pesetas lost much of the pre- 
vious days appreciation, the quotation 
advancing to fully 30.60, and Norwegian 
kroner were decidedly cheaper.

THE DROWNING ACCIDENT AT 
KILLERY BAY. 


The Rev. Joseph Connellan writes as fol- 
lows from the Rectory, Newport, Co. Mayo :— 

““I would thank you for space for a brief 
reference to the drowning accident in Killery 
Ray, as reported in your issue of Tuesday, in 
which two boys from the Aasleagh Orphanage, 
Isaac and Thomas Patterson, lost their lives. 
The boys were all bathing where they have 
heen accustomed to bathe every summer for 
the past twenty years or more. The master 
and matron were both present, and the former 
went to the rescue ian three of the boys 
got into difficulties.

‘Then Mr. Duke Clarke and 
his two nieces, the Misses Cockle, of Aasleagh 
Rectory. came on the scene, when the first, 
though but an indifferent swimmer, bravely 
rescued one of the boys and repeatedly tried 
to save the others. These are the outstanding 
facts of the case, and scarcely justify the 
jury's rider that the boys were drowned ‘ for 
want of proper attention on the part of Mr. 
and Mrs. Hull,’ the master and matron. They

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ODUCE AND FOOD MARKETS. 


i CATTLE. 
DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE 
MARKET. 

North Cireular road, 

Thursday, July 8th, 1926. 

Our market again was well attended by 
cross-Channel buyers, but for some reason 
or another, possibly the prolonged strike at 
the other side, combined with the close 
weather, trade for cattle was much more 
cautious and transactions somewhat tedious to 
clinch. the circumstances there was ‘a 
decidedly weaker undertone in values, and 
whilé light quality beasts, say inside 9 to 
10 cwt.. occasionally realised nearly up ta 
last week’s monéy, for the heavier descriptions 
the improved money position of the last couple 
of weeks was altogether lost; the further in- 
crease in supplies, too—nearly 300 head—made 
a sell-up much more difficult. In the ovine 
department there was a slightly better tone 
in business for certain classes. of lambs, 
especially those in meated quality, value for, 
say, ó5s. to 45s. and 50s. apiece: for other 
sorts trade was much as before. With regard 
to sheep the market presented very little real 
change. Trade remains confined to a limited, 
cautious and rather slumpy groove generally. 
Canadian cattle shipments advised from 
Montreal this week are 1,656 for the usual 
destinations. There is a tendency to increase 
freights, but a good deal of shipping accom- 
modation for July has already been secured at 
a repetition of 20 dollars per head. Shipping 
terms are rather weaker. ‘Choice steers irom 
8.25 to 8.50 dollars per 100lbs.; mediums, 
7.50 to 8.00; plainer sorts, 7.00 to 7.25; fat 
cows, 5.50 to 6.00, and best fat bulls around 
6.00 per 100lbs.

The beast market from opening to close 
was disappointing as compared with last 
Thursday. Local victuallers were not very 
keen buyers. and with the more lukewarm 
attitude of shippers. competition was devoid 
of energy. For best finished heifers and 
bullocks, say, 84 to 104 cwt., prices were 
weak and generally averaged about previous 
terms, viz.—48s. to 50s. per cwt, There was 
much less talk of higher rates in the super- 
grade zone than previously, and 51s. to 52s. 
per cwt. was of somewhat rare occurrence, 
generally applying to fancy cattle. mostly of 
the polled Angus type. For heavier descrip- 
tions of beasts trade proved of a slower and 
more dragging nature, with a corresponding 
weaker turn in the value barometer, and in 
the scale tést of things prices may be ac- 
cepted as generally 1s. per cwt. worse, whilst 
in some instances towards the close scale 
terms showed a drop of ls. 6d. to 2s, from 
last day’s currencies. Useful classes of 
cattle were from 45s. to 47s. 6d. per cwt., 
and plainer and commoner grades, say, 40s. 
to 44s. per cwt. There was no recovery in 
trade for fat cows, which was as dull and 
slumpy as before, and only a very nice qualit 
beast could be negotiated at near last day's 
terms, viz.—38s. per cwt. Useful descriptions 
of slaughter cows figured from 27s. 6d. to 
56s. 6d. per cwt., but most of the rougher 
classes remained unsold. Few bulls in evi- 
dence, and business in this direction of little 
interest. 

In the sheep department of market very 
little change can be recorded on the whole. 
Lambs were, perhaps, in slightly larger re- 
quest for shipment. and some small priced 
hoggets also attracted attention in this direc- 
tion, but the trade did not prove extensive 
all the same, and ultimately there was rather 
a big proportionate carry-over of unsold lots. 
Sheep continue a slow and slumpy trade, 
prices are gradually coming easier, although 
owners are making a tough fight against th® 
inevitable trend of things.

YESTERDAY'S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


ARDEE. BOG MURDER. 


JUDGMENT RESERVED IN 


APPEAL APPLICATION. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 

SULLIVAN AND MR. JUSTICE O’8YRNE.) 

In the Court of Criminal Appeal, the argu- 
ments were resumed in the case of the 
Attorney-General v. James Myles in the 
application made on behalf of the condemnéd 
man for leave to appeal from the sentence of 
death passed upon him for the murder of 
John Smith, in Ardee Bog, Co. Louth, in 
the month of February, i924, when the 
deceased man’s aged father, John Smith, 
senr.. was also killed under tragic circum- 
stances. The trial of.the accused, a labourer, 
of Townpark, Ardee, took place in the Central 
Criminal Court, Green street, on the 17th and 
18th of last month, before Mr. Justice Hanna 
and a jury, the execution being fixed for the 
15th inst. 

Mr. E. Sheehy (instructed by Mr. P. J. 
O’Hagan) appeared for the condémned man; 
and Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Lavery 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) tor 
the Attorney-General. 

Concluding his argument in support of the 
application, Mr. Sheehy emphasised the serious 
effect calculated vitally to prejudice the fair 
trial of the accused man by the production 
by Mr. Carrigan on the cross-examination of 
the prisoner, giving evidence on his own 
behalf, of a statement made by the prisoner 
in February, 1926, relative to his movements 
on the night of the murder in February, 1924. 
submitting that it should never have been 
admitted in evidence, and pointing out that 
it had been severely commented upon by the 
judge. ‘The statement, he added, was abso- 
lutely contradicted by other evidence in the 
case, sc far as it could be checked by the 
other evidence. He also relied on misdirec- 
tion by the judge as regarded the admission 
of evidence with respeet to the statements 
and as regarded the “reward.”

Mr. Sheehy’s contention was correct, that the 
‘‘ confession ” was inadmissible in evidence, 
the verdict must be set aside—though Mr. 
Sheehy on Wednesday did not say that 
He was also quite prepared to 
say that, if the second statement mentioned, 
on which the judge had commented, should 
not have been introduced and admitted in 
evidence. the trial was unsatisfactory. But 
he thought he would be able to show their 
Lordships that the evidence in both instances 
had been properly admitted by Mr. Justice 


i Hanna in the exercise of his judicial dis- 


cretion. 

Suggesting that Mr. Sheehy had not brought 
himself within the provisions of Section 52 of 
the Statute, he pointed out that on the 
authorities it appeared that the admissibility 
in evidence of such statements varied accord- 
ing as the judges varied, the whole matter 
depending upon the exercise of the judges 
judicial discretion. The law at present was 
that no Court of Criminal Appéal would 
interfere withthe exercise of the judicial! exer- 
cise of the trial judges’ discretion unless it was 
to a miscarriage of justice. In this case the 
cretion in admitting the evidence after due 
consideration, and no legal objection had been 
made at the time. 

Dealing with the second statement admitted 
in evidence, upon which the judge had com- 
mented, he contended that the document had 
been properly handed to the State Solicitor 
by a detective officer and properly used by him 
(Mr. Carrigan) in cross-examining the accused. 

The Court. reserved judgment till Saturday 
morning.

LEAVE TO APPEAL REFUSED. 

Cecil E. Mulvey applied for leave to appeal 
against a sentence of three years’ penal 
servitude passed upon him in the Circwt

The Court refused the application, being of 
the opinion that there was no ground íor 
appeal shown by the accused.

A FOUR YEARS’ SENTENCE 
QUASHED. a 

Patrick Kearns applied for leave to appeal 
from twe convictions and sentences for house- 
tweaking at the dwellinghouse of Mary 
Maginn, of Lurgangreen, Co. Monaghan, de- 
manding money with menaces, and taking 
away goods and chattels. The accused man, 
who made the application in person, had been 
tried in the Circuit Court at Castleblayney 
and sentenced by Judge Davitt to four years’ 
penal servitude and three years’ penal servi- 
tude respectively.

2428 AWARDED IN DUBLIN 


CASE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

An action was heard in which Mrs. 
Margaret Hay, trading as Madam Margot 
Foin at Dawson street, Dublin, claimed 
£948 14s. 1d. against the Royal Hibernian 
Hotel. Ltd. 48 Dawson street, and Messrs. 
H. and J. Martin, Ltd.. Upper Grand Canal 
street, for alleged damage to stock-in-trade, 
and loss of trade caused by the knocking 
down of a wall of the shop and premises 
where she carried on business as a specialist 
in court corsetiere. The plaintiff alleged that 
she was prevented from carrying on her busi- 
ness for five months. 

In her statement of claim the plaintiff set 
out that Messrs. H. and J. Martin had been 
employed by the Hibernian Hote!, Ltd., who 
recently purchased the premisés 49 Dawson 
street, to take down and rebuild these pre- 
mises as an addition to the hotel, and during 
the rebuilding Messrs.. Martm, by direction 


of the Hibernian Hotel, LAd.. under ed

between the premises 49 and 50, with the 
result that the wall of her shop collapsed, 
and part of the ceiling fell win, 
greatly injuring her carpets, — stock-in- 
trade, fixtures, and fittings. Her premises 
became unsafe for use as a shop, and about 


'the 27th April of last year she had to close 


the shop, pay off her assistants, and cease 
trading. The plaintiff had suffered loss and 
injury amounting to £948 14s. 1d., which 
included £483 16s. 8d. for destruction of 
and injury to stock; £249 9s. 7d. for loss 
of tradmg and profits, and £51 7s, for fittings 
and carpets damaged. 

The defendants, the Royal Hibernian Hotel, 
Ltd., in a defence traversing the cause of 
action, stated that they employed Messrs. 
Martin as independent contractors to carry 
out the work, but did not give them any 
directions as to how it was to be carried out, 
and exercised no control over them in the 
manner of carrying it out. 

Mr. Price, K.C., who, with Mr. James 
Henry (instructed by Messrs. Roger, Greene 
and Sons) appeared for the plaintiff, an- 
nounced that the plaintiff had agreed that, 
the action against the Royal Hibernian Hotel, 
Ltd., should be dismissed without costs 

The action against the Royal Hibernian 
Hotel, Ltd., accordingly, was dismissed. 

The defendants, Messrs. H. and J. Martin, 
Lid., admitted that damage was caused to 
the plaintiff's premises, stock, and businéss, 
and that the plaintiff was entitled to reason-- 
able compensation, but stated that her claim 
was grossly exaggerated. They denied plain- 
tiff’s allegation that they had underpinned 
and interfered with the party wall as de- 
scribed by her. . & 

Mr, Overend, K.C., and Mr Cherry (in- 
structed by Mr. George Birney) appeared for 
the Royal Hibernian Hotel, Ltd., and Mr. 
Jellett, K.C., and Mr. Poole (instructed hy 
Messrs. A. and J. Robinson) for Messrs, H. 
and J, Martin. 

The plaintiff was examined by Mr. Price, 
and stated she had seven employés, and 
did a very good business. She described the 
damage that was done to the premises, stock 
and fittings, and gave evidence of the loss 
of trade which she said she had suffered. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jellett, she said 
that her net profit for the year ended 3lst 
August, 1924, was £115. A new tfubber 
corset which came into fashion in 1923 in- 
jured her trade. 

Mr. Jellett—Were ladies wearing anything 
else? They had a craze for rubber corsets. 

Anything else? 

Mr. Price—Oh, yes, something else. (Laugh- 
ter.) 
Mr. Jellett—For the moment I am not pre- 
pared to controvert that. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Price—Nowadays they don’t, of course. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Jellett—And the less they wear the 
more it costs. (Laughter.) 

Mr Justice Johnston—Has that craze con- 
tinued. 

Witness—No, my lord. 

Mr: Jellett—What is the biggest net profit 
you ever made since 1916. when you started? 
Something over £100. I cannot say how 
much. 

Mr. J. Cunningham, plaintiffs auditor, 
said that he considered 57§ per cent. was a 
reasonable gross profit on sales. 

Mr. David Kellett, a director of the firm of 
Messrs. David Kellett and Son, was examined 
on behalf of the defendants, Messrs. Martin, 
and said that he examined the plaintiff's stock, 
and found that the damage caused was purely 
superficial. The actual damage to the stock 
amounted to £77 odd. A reasonable gross 
profit on sales would be 33 1-3 per cent. 

In reply to Mr. Price, he said that he 
was not conversant with the particular class 
of business carried on by the plaintiff. 

Mr. Justice Johnston awarded the plaintiff 
£428. and directed that a sum of £350 lodged 
in Court should be paid out to her.

TURNOVER OF £40,000. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

In the case of Mrs. Lizzie McCafferty, personal 
representative of her deceased husband, John 
McCafferty. against William McCafferty, of 
Knocknabollen, Termon, Letterkenny, Co. 
Donegal. farmer ard cattle dealer, 

Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Messrs. 
Edward McFadden and Co.) on behalf of ihe 
plaintiff applied under the Bank Books Act 
for liberty to imspect the books and accounts 
in the bank for a period from August, 1924, 
to June, 1925. He said that the action was 
brought to recover £3,000 odd alleged to be 
due by the defendant to the plaintiff on foot 
of an account between the defendart and the 
plaintiff's deceased husband. The two 
McCafiertys were cattle dealers and traded 
together during the period in question, when 
their turn-over was over £40,000. ‘There was 
a counterclaim by the defendant in which he 
alleged that instead of being in debt to the 
plaintiff's estate the deceased man owed him 
£500 odd.
